FOR AN m 
CRIME. 


The Arrest of a Prominent Doctor for 
Complicity In a Crime Committed 
Twenty-four Tears Ago. 


OABIO, Bl., March?.—SheriffBurrell 
went to Springerton yesterday and ar- 
rested Dr. J . W. Stone, who is charged, 
on the confession of Albert Qaacken- 
bush, of Shoals, with complicity in the 
assassination ot Jackson Bollard, a union 
soldier, who was hunting for a man 
named Anderson, a deserter. 


The deed was committed in March, 
1864, and according to Qaackenbush's 
confession he and Stone were detailed 
by the Knights of the Golden Circle to 
make way with Bollard in order to pro- 
tect Anderson, who was also a brother 
in the lodge. 


Quackenbush further stated that a 
plot was laid to murder all the officers 
serving papers on drafted soldiers. Sev- 
eral prominent 
Indiana people, who 
were charged by Quackenbush 
with 
complicity in the murder are already in- 
dicted. 


Mr. Stone is well known and highly 
respected in this county, where he has 
lived for fourteen years. 
During this 
time he has practiced mediciDe and 
preached at intervals for the Christian 
church, but more recently has connected 
himself with the church of Lattter Day 
Saints. 


In 1885 he was the greenback nomi- 
nee of this district for state senator. He 
disclaimed any connection 
with 
the 
crime and says that when it was com- 
mitted he was holding a meeting at the 
residence of David Emmons, in Martin 
county.

friend 
of 
Booth's. 
The 
friend was under 
the icfiaence of 
wine at the time and afterwards begged 
that the story should not be made pub- 
lic. 
The story runs that Booth married 
clandestinely a Baltimore society lady, 
whose family detested the dramatic pro- 
fession acd as a result they exacted 
the promise from both their daughter 
and Booth that the marriage be kept a 
secret forever, 
The man who told the 
story to Arthur was at the wedding. 
Booth kept the secret even from his own 
family. 
Finally a boy was born and 
shortly after the mother died. 
That 
boy is Harrv Lacy.

His Condition Considered Tery Alarm- 
ing To-day.

The emperor has suffered a serious re- 
lapse. He has been in a heavy sleep since 
2 o'clock this morning. 
His condition 
causes great anxiety. 


4:30 p. m. The emperor awoke at 3-30 
this afternoon and took some nourish- 
ment. tiis condition is critical.

IT IS SHADING. 


The Engineers of the Burlington and 
Northern Join Hipds With the 
Brotherhood. 


MINNBAFOLIS, March 7.—The Bur- 
lington and Northern strike is on. 
All 
Brotherhood engineers and firemen left 
their cabs at 10 o'clock. 
The road's 
freight business was very large before 
the Chicago, Burlington and Qaincy 
strike, but it is now nothing more than 
local. 
The strike affects about 100 men. 


CHIEF ABTHUB TALES. 


Chief Arthur stated to-day that the 
strike of the engineers and 
firemen 
would now spread widely. 
"It is im- 
possible to appease our men," he said, 
"when they know that the railroad com- 
panies all over the country are giving 
aid to the Burlington. 


"We are continually in receipt of tele- 
grams showing that the companies are 
rendering this assistance, and it is not 
in my power, or any other man, to use 
restraint unless such things are stopped." 
BXFUSIK0 TO TAKB 0., B. A Q. FBEIOHT. 


So far as heard from, this momiog, 
not a single road upon which the Chi- 
oago, Burlington & Qaincy has made a 
demand to handle freight had responded 
favorable. The Wabash refused point 
blank; the St. Paul declined, and other 
western roads, to whom a formal request 
was sent, have either refused or are pre- 
pared to reject the freight when offered. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Qaincy 
proposes to enforce the law and compel 
other roads to take thfir freight. 


PrrrsBDBO, March 7.—The passenger 
brakeman of the Fort Wayne and Erie 
¿C Pittsburg railroads were notified to- 
day their wages were advanced 35 cents 
per trip. 
The increase dates from the 
first of last month. 


CHIOAOO, March 7.—Last night five 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, 
and three Grand Trunk crews refnsed to 
haul Chioago, Burliagton and Q iincy 
cars, and the men quit their engines, it 
is said, though this was denied by the 
strikers. 
At Streator, III, a train of 
loaded coal cars was sidetracked because 
of coal belonging to the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy company. 
Engi- 
neers on the company's tracks refnsed 
to haul the train. 


MBNDOTA, Ills., March 7.—Twenty of 
the Burlington men who left their en- 
gines last week live here. 
They have 
their headquarters in a hotel opposite 
the depot, and make sallies when the 
engines pull in to bring persuasion on 
the engiueers. 
They were successful in 
one case, 


CHIOAOO, March 7.—The engineers 
claim that between forty and fifty en- 
gines have been badly injured by the 
handling of new men. 


CmoAao, March 7,—The Burlington 
strike is involving other roads. 
At the 
stock yards this morning five Lake Shore 
engineers refused to take a train of 
Burlington cars to Englewood. 


The Wabash switchmen refused this 
morning to 
receive Burlington 
oars. 
The switchmen employed by the un on 
stock yards and transit company, which 
has charge of all the switching at the 
yards, also decided to-day that 
they 
would handle no Burlington cars. 


BLOODY BAirOITB. 


Several Mexican Towns Attacked and 
Citizens Rilled. 


GAIIVBSTON, Tex., March 7.—A dis- 
patch from Matamoras says: Advices 
from Llevo de Canales, in the southern 
part of tne state, says that on the morn- 
ing of the 28th ult. that place and Pica- 
cho Ranch were attacked by a party of 
nineteen or twenty men from Escandon, 
commanded by Braulio Cervantes. 
At 
both places bloody contests took place. 
At lileva the firnt Alcalde, Juan San- 
chez, and his daughter were killed, as 
were also ManegUdo Ruiz, Epigmence 
Rodrigguez and Crescencio Munoz. 


At Picacho they killed President Julio 
Acnana &nd his son, Pablo Bnstamonto, 
on Analdoman* and Lopez and Nemecco 
Janrez. 
Of the attacking party one, 
Porfiro Sapatta, was killed. 


The loss on the part of Lleve was nine 
men and one girl killed. 
The loss of 
Escandon was one killed and a number 
of persons wounded. 
The fight is said 
to have l)een a bloody one. 
It appears 
that the assailants first attacked Lleve, 
killed and wounded many of the most 
prominent citizens, robbed the post and 
stamp offices and sacked several stores. 
The officers are after the desperadoes. 


LYNCHERS DISAPPOIICTED. 


Horgan Hnnter Eludes a Mob and Dis- 
appears. 


SPBINO OITY, Tenn., March 7.—Mor- 
gan Hnnter, the alleged murderer of 
Frank Dearmond, has fled the country. 
A mob formed last night and went to 
his house to lynch him, but he got wind 
of what was up and fled to the moun- 
tains on horseback. 
The excitement at 
Spring Oity is so great that nearly 2,000 
people from that part of the county 
looked npon the remains of the murder- 
r d man yesterday, and if his slayer can 
be found he will be swung to the 
first 
tree. 
Frank Dearxtfond was a great 
favorite in the neighborhood where he 
resided. 
The cause of the murder is 
yet a mystery.

IN SOTES. 


Bernhtmer Registered as Convict No. 
472 at the Prison North—He 
Continues Hopeful. 


MIOHIOAN CITY, March 7.—William 
F. A. Bernhamer arrived at the peni- 
tentiary last evening, in charge of Depu- 
ty Marshal Christ Stein. 
They left the 
Monon train at the prison crossing,' dis- 
appointing a large crowd that had gath- 
ered at the dep|Ot to gaze at the distin- 
guished individual. 
Both Stein and 
Bernhamer laughed over the sly manner 
in which they had outwitted the crowd. 


Arriving here he was received with 
considerable compassion by the prison 
officials; but they performed their duty 
withoBt favor. The prisoner was first 
taken to the bath house, where he took 
a plnngt). and was furnished with a suit 
of stripes. 
These he put on at once and 
was then returned to the office, where 
he was duly registered and instructed in 
the prison rules. 
He was then assigned 
to cell No. 6, in the south ceil house, 
and registered as convict No. 472. 
He 
was then taken to his new quarters, and 
locked up for the night, where his sup- 
per was served him. 


The reporter called upon Bernhamer 
after these prelimiQaries and was ac- 
corded a leogthy interview. 
The pris- 
oner recited the facts in connection with 
his arrest and conviction, and said that 
he was the victim of a merciless gang, 
who were bound to have his 
blood. 
They had gained a temporary victory, 
and had succeeded in getting him in 
stripes, but he felt confident that he 
would not remain in the penitentiary 
long, for the case of himself and Mr. 
Coy would come up on ppe&l before the 
United States Supreme Oourt for a hear- 
ing on March 19, when he confidently 
expected a favorable decision. 


He will lose his beard and will be as- 
signed to work in the work-house. 
The 
duties will not be onerous, for United 
States convicts are not permitted to do 
work other than for the state. Bernhamer 
expressed his willingness to obey all the 
rules of the institution and to earn all 
the good time possible. 
His fortitude 
under the circumstances is remarkable, 
indeed. 


A SMASH UP.

News from Hobart this afternoon de- 
tails a disastrous collision on a bridge 
there, by two Nickel Plate freight trains. 


One of them smashed into the rear 
end of a preceding train, demolishiDg a 
caboose and seriously injuring a cattle- 
drover, who was in it.

Caldwell, of that road, and President

increase of $387,131 over 1886.

IRDIANAPOUS, 
March 
7.—Several 
prominent gentlemen are in the city 
from the northern part of the state npon 
a mission which recalls one of the most 
famous crimes of 
the ^ar. 
To-iav 
they appeared before Govprnor Gray- 
seeking the pardon of Baell C. Webster, 
who twenty-five years aaro was sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life on aooount of 
a most diaboIicU murder 
In those days 
there lived about eight miles e^st of 
Fort Wayne, in Adama town-hip, Allen 
county, a French family named Boitet. 
The family consisted of father and mo- 
ther and three small children. 
Their 
home was in a comparative wildernea?, 
running in close proximity to which 
now may be found the Erie canal. 


They were frugal people and had ao- 
cumnlated a goodly amonnt of this 
world's goods, which was kept hidden 
at the bottom of an oaken ohest in tho 
old folk's bedroom. 
Early one morning 
a neighboring farmer in searoh of stray- 
ed cattle happened in the neighborhood 
of the old homestead and wa*? snrorig- 
ed to find the place in rnius, the oM lo^ 
cabin burned to th« groun 1 an 1 the em- 
bers still smouldering. All had been de- 
stroyed, and. most horrible of all, no 
trace could be found of any member of 
the family. The farmer, imbnari with 
the idea that some ^reat crime ha l been 
committed, started for his home, whf^re, 
placing a saddle upon his b-^st horse, 
he was soon out spreadinar the news an 1 
summoniug ne^hbora to the Boitet farm. 
It took but a few hoars to cather ^he 
honest farmers for milea about. 
The 
bumiufir mass was cleared awav a'ld then 
was it discovered that the entire Boitet 
family had been buried in the rains, 
apparently burned to death. 


The next day the coroner visited the 
scene. 
A jury waa imoaneled and an 
inquest held. 
Baell Webster waa fore- 
man of that jury and a verdict of "died 
from suffocation, dne to the flitnes and 
smoke," was rendered 
Webster wa?» 
a^so one of the pall-bearers at the funeral 
and in every way assisted in seeing that 
the lant sad rites were properly per- 
formed. 


But the people about that loo-^lity 
were not satisfied witb the verdict of 
the coroner's jary. 
Dark hints were 
heard, and it was strongly inMmated 
that murder had caused the takinar off 
of the Boitets. Sheriff William T. Pratt 
became interested in the ma^^tar, and 
started about to do a little d«^ecMve 
work. 
The bodies of the old folks were 
exhumed and a more rigid examination 
made. 
They were not so badly bnrned 
but that Mr. Pratt discovered the sknll 
of each to have been mashed in bv acme 
sharp instrument. 
Then the bodies of 
the children were removed from the 
grave, and evidencea were plentifnl that 
each had been mnrdered, their throats 
having been cut from ear to ear. This naost 
startling revelation was known t'l bnt 
two or three persona, and th<^v kppt it a 
profound secret. 
The sheriff with the 
evidence of a foal crime havine been 
committed, commAnced the difficnU ta'^k 
of runninc down the ranrderer. He ob- 
tained sufiicient proof to warrant him in 
arresting Webeter.

THE Ghlcago limes remarks: "Little 
good can be accomplished by tbe pass- 
age of the resolution offered in tbe houae 
by Mr. White, of Indiana, providing for 
a special committee of five to investigate 
the Burlington strike. The trouble is 
one tb%t no legislative committee can 
adjust under existing laws. Oomptilsorj 
arbitration provided for by federal and 
state laws is a remedy that can be tried 
without any committee investigation." 
This is the whole truth in few words. 
The committee can investigate but it can 
enforce no terms because tbe laws do 
not provide any means for remedying the 
evils on one side or another. A congress- 
ional committee investigated the Beading 
strike, looked wise, drew their salaries 
and returned to Washington.

amount to something. 


8OMK inventive genius about two 
months ago set ailoat a yarn to the ef- 
fect that tbe White House was infested 
witii rats. 
There are to-day letters 
coming to the President founded on 
that basis. All of them come from 
Frenchmen, curiously enough, and all 
of them propose some means of getting 
rid of the pest. One was, oddly, from 
a cheese manufacturer in the Province 
of Eure, and, unlike all the rest of the 
rat doctors, he did not ask for any re- 
ward for his recipe. He advised catch- 
ing one of the rodents alive, cutting a 
slit in the skin of his back, putting a 
good dose of salt and pepper under- 
neath, and letting the animal go again.

ranks. 
This perfect concert and consoli- 
dation are recognized as the essential con- 
dition of victory, and they are already in- 
sured viithout risk of sacrificing one Jot 
or tittle of the duty which public opinion 
summons the Democracy to discharge. 
As to our friends—the enemy—the day of 
destruction is at hand. 
They will choose 
some gallant leader to command their 
forlorn h6pe, and after the battle has been 
fought they will resemble the imperial 
guard when night fell on Waterloo.—

The Bass foundry and machine works 
will probably be affected to a considera- 
ble extent by the reduction in the 
amount of work done at the Pittsburg 
shops. 
The Pittsburg gets a large 
amount of their castings done at the 
Bass works and, of course, they will 
now use less of these, so that as a conse 
quence this latter establishment will not 
be called upon to fill the large orders 
they have been receiving for the last 
year. 


Several of the discharged employes of 
the Pittsburg shops, after becoming 
pretty well "bowled up," appeared at 
the works yesterday and were inclined 
to create a "row" with some of the fore- 
men and ( fficials of the company, who 
they imagined were responsible for tbeir 
discharge. 
A scene of considerable 
proportions was threatened for a time, 
but the foremen put a quietus on it and 
no sericus results followed. It is very 
foolish for the men to suppose that the 
foremen and officials of the company 
here are responsible for their discharge. 
The orders came from headquarters and 
the foremen are but acting under in- 
structions. 


Pat Carroll, the night watchman at 
the Bass foundry and machine works, 
while on his rounds last night, was hor- 
rifiied to find, upon entering the boiler 
shops, the body of Peter Blank stiff and 
cold in death, dangling from a rope 
which was attached to the roof of the 
building. 
The man, in a despondent 
mood, had bid farewell to earth and 
swung himself off into eternity. 
The 
night watchman, horrified at the sight 
that stared him in the face at midnight's 
most solemn hour, hurried from the 
place and conveyed the startling intelli- 
gei>ce to che force of machinists who 
were working in the machine shop?. 
A score of excited men were soon at the 
scene of the suicide's death. By the aid 
of the dim light in the shop the rope 
was cut and Blank's body fell into tbe 
arms of a half dozen machinists, when 
it was found that the supposed suicide 
was only a dummy, stuffed with straw 
and hung up by some of the wags in the 
shops for the purpose of playing a joke 
on the popular night watchman.

Supplimeutary reading by Miss Mary 
Bobinson in a good and well rendered 
address. DiscuBsions by Supt. Felts, 
Prof. Munger, J. J. Peters and A. F. 
Miller, in which the use of 5 and 10-cent 
novels were denounced, such as did not 
contain pure reading, but the use of 
good periodicals, and books, such as 
would not injure the minds of pupils. 
Mr. J. J. Peters' subject was the next 
on the program, bat owing to the lata 
hour it was passed until the afternoon 
session. 


Primary geography, by Miss Abbie 
Emenheiser, with her class. 
Both the 
teacher and her pupils did the subject 
ample jastice. A discussion followed, in 
which Miss Emenheiser's method was 
indorsed. The meeting then adjourned 
for dinner. 


The crowd that was present then 
were invited to partake of the luxuries 
that were spread on long tables by tbe 
good people of that vicinity, and to 
which all did justice to their appeasing 
appetites. 


The meeting was called to order by 
the chairman at 1:30 p.m. 
The sub- 
ject of United States history was then 
presented by J. J. Peterti, of Madison 
township, in a well delivered and able 
address. 
He used the blackboard and 
believed in teaching 
by topic, and 
brought the administration of Madison 
as an illnstration. 
A discussion followed 
by Kioniard, Munger, Felts, Jones and 
others, in which the m^^thods of Mr. 
Peters were heartily endorsed. 


The subject of longitude and time was 
then presented by Albert J. 
Warner, 
with tbe use of Tellman's globe, and a 
class of small boys and girls. Mr. War- 
ner believes in having the pupils think 
out their own problems, instead of the 
teacher doing it for them. 


The subject of institute works was 
then presented, and the besi of interest 
was manifested. 


Prof. J. B. Munger opened up the 
subj act with a good address, in which 
he favored institute work, and believed 
that the position as a teacher was one of 
the grandest and most exalted that a 
person could occupy. 


Samuel Bolyard followed with a few 
good remarks in favor of education. 


John McConnell, George Myers and 
ethers made short addresses in favor of 
institute work, or anything that pertain- 
ed to the cause of education. 


Mr. Jones said that he came there to 
learn from others. 


The following resolutions were then 
moved and adopted by the teachers of 
Jackson township.

a mile and a half dhtant) until after 10 
o'clock that night.

They 
will be settled without diminishing Its 
capacity for effective action, without sow- 
ing the seeds of personal dissension, with* 
oat producing a murmur or a break In tbe 
ranks. This perfect concert and consoli- 
dation are recognised as the essential con- 
dition of victory, and they are already in- 
sured without risk of sacrificing one Jot 
or tittle of the dntr which pnblic opinion 
summons the Democracy to discharge. 
As to our friends—the enemy—the day of 
destruction is at hand. They will choose 
some gallant leader to command their 
forlorn hope, and after the battle has been 
fought they will resemble the imperial 
guard when night fen on Waterloo.—
